With this year’s upcoming anniversary 
celebration, Congregation Sha’ar Zahav 
is turning a corner from the period of our 
youthful exuberance to adulthood. The 
occasion of celebrating our community’s 
thirtieth birthday creates an opportunity to 
look back and see where we've been, as 
we simultaneously look forward eagerly 
foward where we're going. 


When Sha’ar Zahav was first founded, the 
local Jewish press refused fo even take 
our paid advertising. However, within a 
few years they were running articles on 
us fairly regularly. We were always doing 
something interesting and unusual; we 
made good copy. Now, articles about 
Sha‘ar Zahav and our members are a 
frequent occurrence in the local press, our 
paid advertising is of course accepted, 
and our rabbi, Camille Shira Angel, sits 
on the board of directors of J. the Jewish 
News Weekly of Northern California. 


When Sha’ar Zahav was founded it 
was also initially a challenge to locate 
a regular place to meet. Many of the 
established Jewish congregations and 
institutions in San Francisco were not 
comfortable opening their buildings to 
our marginalized community, and during 
the early years we had to frequently 
move the location of our services. That 
all changed in 1984 with the purchase of 
our beloved Danvers Street facility. As our 
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membership grew from approximately 
100 individuals to over 500 adults and 
150 children, we outgrew that space and 
moved to our current Mishkan Dolores. 


Now we are “grown-ups” with the 
responsibility of maintaining a building. 
Our Building and Grounds Committee, 
under the excellent leadership of Irene 
Ogus, has been very busy painting the 
exterior, laying a new oneg room carpet, 
and remodeling our bima and sanctuary. 
Over the coming months the Va’ad will be 
looking at ways fo ensure that our annual 
budget can handle the ongoing costs 
associated with maintaining our building, 
including exploring the possibilities of 
creating a building reserve fund and 
embarking on another capital campaign. 


Another aspect of our adulthood is 
recognizing the responsibilities associated 
with sharing our building with others in 
need, aS some so generously did for us 
in our early years, in contrast with others 
who hurtfully refused to do so. The Va’ad 
is working with our administrator, Regina 
Wurst, fo create a consistent rental policy 
that will reflect our values as well as our 
need to be responsible stewards of our 
building. 


One of the more unfortunate aspects of 
becoming older is having fo learn to 
deal with death and grieving. But for our 
community, this was something we had

On the occasion of our 30th anniversary, 
we pause in awe of the magnitude of the 
Spiritual project that our generation has 
helped to initiate. 


In many of our prayers, we remind 
ourselves that Judaism is passed on 
‘dor v’dor, from generation to generation. 
A generation is more than a random 
group of people who happen to be born 
at the same time. A generation is a group 
of people who have made a choice to be 
part of a particular tradition at a particular 
time; we may never meet, but we know 
we share a patch of history that directs 
our lives. 


Our identities are created by the generation 
we choose. As an American Jew and a 
lesbian, for instance, | have chosen to 
become part of the generation that has 
known d revolutionary wave of feminism, 
the AIDS epidemic, the LGBT civil rights 
movement, Israel’s many wars and its 
hope for peace; my innocence has been 
buried by the utter inhumanity that we 
humans continue to perpetrate: acts 
of terrorism, torture and genocide, as 
well as indifference to our environment. 
Spiritually, | am re-invigorated by the 
radical Queering of Judaism. | chart my 
life with the coordinates of these events. 


We also know from Torah that each 
generation has the potential of passing on 
something special to the next generation, 
as our mothers and fathers Abraham, 


Sarah and Hagar; Rebecca and Isaac; 
Jacob, Rachel, Leah, Bilhah and Zilpah 
passed Judaism on to us, I’dor v’dor. 


This special gift, passed from generation 
fo generation, becomes the connective 
tissue that gives enduring worth to the 
individual acts of labor that fill our days. 
When we despair of what we are about, 
it is because we have lost sight of the gift 
we can give. When we know somehow 
we matter, it is because we glimpse a 
larger pattern to our work.

Congregation Sha‘ar Zahav has become 
that gift that one generation has been able 
to give to the next. Our extraordinary blend 
of gay, lesbian, bisexual, transgendered, 
straight, queer and questioning Jewish 
and Jewish by association members, 
friends and benefactors, stand for 
something larger than ourselves.

have built a kehillah kedusha, a sacred 
community. It is not the same for men 
as for women; for old-timers and for 
newcomers; for old-school dykes and 
fagellahs, and the transgender Jews in 
our pews; for parents and queer spawn, 
and those of us not raising children of 
our own but helping to fund a new 
kind of Jewish education. But despite 
our differences, Sha’ar Zahav connects 
us I’dor v’dor, from one generation to 
another. What we are is more than 
what we individually plan on being. As 
we glance back at the generations that 
came before us, we can see how much 
this shul is a continuation of their gift and 
how it is becoming our own. 


Congregation Sha’ar Zahav, as we 
celebrate our Success and impact on 
the Jewish scene worldwide, so let us 
renew our commitment to the giff our 
generation can give: fo use our LGBTQ 
sensibility and seek out the holy in the 
way we think about Torah, the blessings 
we say, the truths we discover, and the 
homes we have or seek to find. We are 
just 30 years old, still relatively brand- 
new as synagogues and Jewish history 
goes. May we live fo see and know that 
our legacy is secure, I’dor v’dor, even as 
we continue re-inventing.

to first grapple with during our infancy and youth, not in our 
later adulthood, as is more customary. Our congregation’s 
growth and development coincided with the emergence of the 
AIDS epidemic. Over our seemingly short thirty years, we have 
lost about 150 members to AIDS, cancer and other illnesses. 
AIDS decimated the congregation, and taxed our emotions and 
care systems, but it also brought us closer together. Through 
support groups, home visits, and our Kaiser brunch, our 
community was there for each other during the peak of this 
epidemic in unbelievable ways. 


A regrettable side effect of this extraordinary effort was that 
perhaps we began fo burn out as a supportive community. We 
hired more professional staff and came to rely more and more 
on our Office staff to attend to the bikkur cholim needs of our 
membership. In the coming year, as a part of our growing into 
our adulthood, CSZ intends to reinvigorate our efforts in bikkur 
cholim, caring for those who are faced with illness, recognizing 
that this is a task which belongs to the entire community. Please 
contact Greg Lawrence in the synagogue office if you would like 
fo personally be more involved in this work. 


I’m not quite sure what we old hippies meant by “don’t trust 
anyone over 30,” but | always assumed it meant that we were 
afraid that becoming a grown-up generally means “selling out’ 
and becoming part of the “establishment.” Certainly we are now 
part of the mainstream in ways we never dreamed possible. 
Early in our history the decision was made to join the UAHC, 
now the URJ, the Union of Reform Judaism. Looking at Sha’ar 
Zahav’s current relationship with the Reform movement, it is 
hard to imagine that the UAHC was initially reluctant to accept 
our membership because of our special outreach to the LGBT 
community. Over the years, CSZ members have served in key 
positions on both the regional and national URJ boards. Daniel 
Chesir, one of our founding members, has just completed his 
term as URJ regional president.

The impact which Sho’ar Zahav has had on the Reform 
movement, and on the Jewish mainstream in general, has 
been tremendous. Degenderized references to God in the 
liturgy, the acceptance of openly LGBT rabbis and cantors, and 
religious marriage for Same-sex couples are all innovations 
which originated with Sha’ar Zahav and have now become 
an accepted part of the Reform movement. The ripple effect 
to other denominations has also begun, as indicated by this 
past winter’s vote in the Conservative movement endorsing the 
ordination of lesbian and gay rabbis and sanctioning same-sex 
unions. 


“Selling out’ is far from what we have done. As a parent watching 
my children mature, | have come to realize that the process of 
growing older in a healthy way just means becoming ever more 
of whom you are. This is true for the growing-older CSZ as well. 
From the start, we always had the goal of creating an inclusive 
Jewish community. We are an openly LGBT congregation, but 
in truth we actually started out as a “gay” synagogue, and only 
over time added the “L”, the “B” and the “T,” as we struggled 
with and educated ourselves about what those terms meant. 


Our membership now includes equal numbers of men and 
women, not by accident, but because we have paid close 
attention to parity in leadership roles, degenderized liturgy 
and issues of feminism. We are also honored that a growing 
percentage of our membership is heterosexual, and that people 
are drawn to join our synagogue because of our innovative 
and inclusive liturgy, our heimish community, our excellent 
religious school, our social justice work, and the many ways 
that people identify as “queer” and feel accepted here. We look 
with wonder and pride at our population of over 150 children, 
and look forward to the changes they will make in our future as 
they grow up. This past year the first young person who grew 
up as a child in our congregation joined us an adult member!
